AN ECHO PROM THE PAST 
The Accubing Finger of History, 

Tht following is aji exliiict from a let- 
ter written by ^ Lord, John Russcllf, 
English Colonial Secretary, lo Sir George 
Gipps, Governor of New Sotilh Wales^ 
dated 3ist December, 1839. 

The letter is prciierved in the official 
records of New South Wales, at the 
MrichcJl IJbrary, Sydney; 

l-ord John Russell wrote: 

"You cannot over-rale the solid-, 
tudc of Her Majesty's Government 
for the natives. It is impossible to 
contemplate the conditions, and the 
'prospects of that anfortiHH^ 
without the deepest cottuiitsora^ot^. 
U is impossible that the Govei^^b^ 
phould forg«t that, the orlgl^t" 
^Tcssion was our awn, an^rttiaF we 
iuve never yet performed the 
sacred 'di^ of maldng an^ system- 
atic or cohsidercfl altempl lo impart 

lo the Former occupiers of New 
South Wales Ihc knowledge of arts 
ami the advaLita|ies of civlliFiecl Nfcn" ^ 
As in r^ord John Russell's day, so it 
is lod^iy.

Mr.'Hobba further alatcd, "It wii^ Kil 
meister who had brought the blacks lo 
Ibe Elation, conlrary to my orders. They 
condnck'd Ibemselvtrji rfiiielly ; thty were 
not uffciisivii in any way, not the slight- 
est tliaL J SAW. Kilmeister always told 
nic he had nothing td'do with it, and ]

and playing with these blacks. lie used
